inches in 1889 to a minimum of 28.8 
inches in 1930, when the most severe 
drought on record occurred In this 
State. 


Over a series of years, however, 


the general average was well main- 


Itained until the year 1922, since 
which time there has been a de- 
cided deficiency amounting, during 
the past twelve years, to about 25 
inches. This deficiency, if it could \ 
be entirely utilized, would serve the i 
needs of the entire United States 
for about five years.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 28.— 


President Roosevelt chatted for an 
hour with p. college professor just 
returned from abroad today, and 
heard that Germany was in a criti- 
cal condition and that Soviet Rus- 
sia was swinging nearer and nearer 
demoracy every day. 


The professor is Alfred J. Pear- 


son, former American ambassador 
to Poland and now on the faculty 
of Drake University, Des Moines. 


Returning to this country after 


an extensive lour abroad, he sought 
an opportunity to talk to Mr. Roose- 
velt, and today gave him the benefit 
of a scholar's studies of economics, 
social problems and finance in Eur- 
ope. 


Pearson expressed serious concern 


over the forthcoming Saar plebi- 
scite. He said it was "loaded with 
dynamite." Swinging into a discus- 
sion of Germany's economic situa- 
tion when he saw newspapermen af- 


| ter his meeting with the president, 


j Pearson said: 


"Germany has reached the stage 


of importing her raw materials. 
Hitler is doing his best to improve 
the situation, but it is admittedly 
bad." 


Pearson talked to Hitler during 


his trip, and with other European 
high officials also. He said business 
was steadily picking up in Soviet 
Russia, and added: 


"I attribute the steady growth of 


business in that country in the last 
| two years to the fact that Russia is 
i becoming more like ourselves, a 
i democratic government." 
| For Sweden the savant had noth- 
ing but praise. He pointed out to 
Mr. Roosevelt that Sweden has had 
long range economic planning for 
years. 


"That country.'' he commented, 


"has not had a war for a hundred 
years, and is the best off in all Eur- 
ope."

This contrasts with one out of 27 


paying the tax in Pennsylvania, one 
out. of 19 in California, one out of 
18 in New York state and one out ot 
17 in Massachusetts. As an extreme 
contrast, it was revealed, that only 
one out of 200 persons in Mississippi 
has the lonesome distinction of con- 
tributing to the nation's expense in 
this way, one out of 60 in Huey 
Long's Louisiana. 


New Castle was credited with 1,343 


federal income tax payers in the 
latesc report broken down for cities 
and counties. This was for 1932 tax 
paid in 1933. Checking over all ad- 
dresses of taxpayers was a big job 
for the small statistical force and 
this explains the delay. 


The proportion was obtained by 


dividing their number into the pop- 
ulation. ,

AN ADEQUATE MERCHANT MARINE 


It is gratifying to note that President Roosevelt has declared him- 


self in favor of maintaining an adequate American merchant marine, 
remarks the Inquirer of Philadelphia. 
The question might be asked, 


"What American is not?" and the answer would be Henry A. Wallace, 
secretary of Agriculture in Mr. Roosevelt's cabinet. 


The theory of Secretary Wallace was that foreign nations tvo-uld 


be able to buy more American goods if they performed the shipping 
service for the United States. Fresh from his victorious work of plowing 
under the crops of this country. Mr. Wallace apparently was ready for 
a fresh campaign to plow under American ships. Wisely, the president 
has definitely ended that sort of talk. He agrees to the pure economics 
of the Wallace theory, but he points out three important factors which 
enter into the problem. 


First, the United Stales will need merchantmen as Navy auxil- 


iaries in time of war. Second, in the event of a war between two for- 
eign countries, ships to carry American trade should be available. Third, 
where there are no American merchantmen foreign carriers frequently 
seize the opportunity of skyrocketing rates. 


Patriotic Americans generally have condemned the Wallace idea, so 


the president's stand seems to make it unanimous. The American mer- 
chant marine will not be plowed under to make a holiday for the Wash- 
ington experimenters. 


HEALTH IN AMERICA 


So much has been written about the problems and sufferings 


caused by the depression that it is startling to learn that mortality in 
the United States in 1933 was lower than in former years. A survey by 
the Public Health Service, based on data from twenty-eight states with 
a total population of 95,000,000, shows that the trend has been steadily 
downward, for most diseases, since 1929. 


The death rate for all causes grouped in this heading was 10.5 


per thousand in 1933, as compared with 10.8 in 1332, 11.0 in 1931, 11.2 in I 
1930. 
and 11.8 in 1929. Fourteen states showed declines in 1933 from 1932, 


in six there were no increases, and in seven the rate remained the same. 


The explanation of this seeming paradox consists, on the one 


hand, of the fact that people who lived carelessly during times of pros- 
perity now follow a more normal routine, with consequent improvement 
of their health. Relief agencies and public health bureaus, on the other 
hand, met emergency conditions among the very poor with prompt and 
extremely efficient steps.

three states today, California, 
Mississippi and South Carolina, 
and the results may provide a 
partial answer to the question 
the politicians have been ask- 
ing themselves of late, to wit:

Oddly enough. It is the Democra- 


tic 
gubernatorial 
nomination in 


California that rivets most political 
attention in Washington. This nom- 
ination has rot been worth much 
for a good many years. But this year 
the Democratic registration exceeds 
the Republican in California for the 
first time in three decades and m 
the 73rd congress 
the 
Democrats 


have a majority of the state dele- 
gation, eleven to nine. So there Is 
something at stake. 


Sinclair Is Feature 


Into this idyllic Democratic pic- 


lure crashed Upton Sinclair, social- 
ist, radical, llcry crusader for un- 
popular causes. Despairing of evei 
accomplishing 
anything^ through 


the Socialist party, Sinclair flopped 
over into the Democratic party with 
the advent of the new deal and an- 
nounced himself for governor. 
Old-line Democrats in California 


appealed to President Roosevelt in 
vain to take some hand In the sit- 
uation, to say some word, or write 
some letter calculated to diminish 
Sinclair's chances. Mr. Roosevelt re- 
fused. 
To one emissary who pleaded with

Senator Hiram Johnson seems as- 
sured of getting the endorsement of 
all parties. 


Mississippi1? three-cornered sena- 


torial, race also offers considerable 
political interest. 


Senator Hubert D. Stephens, con- 


servative, 
who 
frequently 
voted 


against new deal legislation, is being 
opposed for renomination by Rep. 
Ross A. Collins, ardent new dealer, 
and by ex-Gov. Theodore Bilbo, who 
boasts that he "taught Huey Long 
all his tricks." 


In this situation, as in California, 


the administration has been keep- 
ing hands off. although there is lit- 
tle doubt that secretly the nomin- 
ation of Collins would be welcomed. 
Stephens, however, has the back- 
ground and r.he organization. Sena- 
tor Pat Harrison, Mississippi's other 
Senator, and chairman of the pow- 
erful finance committee, went to 
Mexico to get away from it all.

mergers and perhaps the turning 
point toward prosperity for steel. In 
making the formal announcement, 
Tom Girdler, president of Republic, 
said:

the future of the industry." 


The Merger plans, which called

COTTON WARBURTON 


The eyes of the football world will 


be focused this season on the quar- 
terback of Southern California. Cot- 
ton Warburton, the 145-pound, pint- 
sized individual, who has in the past 
evaded 200-pound linemen like a fly 
gets out from under a swatter, will 
be back for his final season of inter- 
collegiate competition. 


Last autumn, as soon as he enter- 


ed the game, the cottontop thrilled 
the fans with his ball carrying to 
such an extent that they forgot 
everything else happening on the 
field. 
"Watch Warburton," seemed 


to be on the lips of everyone. 


Warburton sneaked along behind 


i his interference until he reached the 
scrimmage line: then a sprint, a few 


I swerves, 
a leap or two, another 


i sprint, and he was 20 to 50 yards 


i closer to the goal line. 


An occasional run of this sort is 


j enough to win acclaim for any foot- 


j ball star but Cotton did it on almost 


I every attempt. In watching the lit- 
| tie towhead, one gathered the im- 
1 pression that he could go just as far 
and as often as he wished. His des- 
tination was the goal line and that 
was where he ultimately ended. 
Sometimes it took him three or four 
attempts (off daj's) but he always 
got there. 


While Warburton never scored so 


often as many other players, it was 
because he never played any more 
than a half, and not always that 
much. He performed his work and 
when he had given the Trojans a 
comfortable lead, .Coach Jones re- 
placed him. 
To keep him in the 


game longer would have been to 
court injury needlessly lor the little 
145 pounder. 


Just as Cotton was the scoring 


i threat on the 1933 Southern Cali- 
fornia team, the other players pro- 
vided the ruggedness and defensive 
strength. The starting players, all 
big and strong, could batter the op- 
ponents for a quarter or so and thus 
set the stage for Warburton's en- 
trance. 


The little backfield ace would then 


take care of the Trojan scoring and 
go back to the bench. From that 
time, it was up to the big boys to 
keep the opponents away from the 
goal line. And they could do just 
that as well as Cotton could do the 
scoring. 


Of course the 
Trojans 
scored 


when Warburton was absent, but 
these touchdowns were incidental. 
The big Southern Cal players were 
strong enough to tally anytime the 
breaks put them in a scoring posi- 
tion. But usually they played a de- 
fensive game until Warburton en- 
tered. Then they piled up a lead 
and after Cotton had made his exit 
concentrated 
on protecting 
their 


scoring advantage. 


Usually a 145-pound player doesn't 


last long when he is up against 220- 
pound linemen but the towhead has 
done it. His alertness, both mental- 
ly and physically, has kept him in 
fine physical condition. 


The big linemen never were able 


to hit Cotton solidly when they 
brought him down. And in the pile- 
up that followed the tackle, he was 
always up and out of the way before

Charles Woods of 407 Burke street 
recently found among the effects ot 
his father, the old store ledger or 
day book, kept by his great-grand­ 
father, John Woods, whose father. 
James Woods, settled 
the 
Woods 
Run district in Pittsburgh. 
James Woods carried the mail be­ 
tween the blockhouse at Fort Pitt 
and Franklin, and had many skir­ 
mishes with the Indians in the per­ 
formance of his duties. 
Many a 
time he had to hide for protection, 
carrying the mail in those days be­ 
ing a hazardous occupation, but he 
survived and lived to a ripe old age. 
The old store book, now yellowing 
with age. dates back to 1838, and 
revealed that Mr. Woods sold gen­ 
eral supplies, including 
coal. 
In 
fact, most of the early entries were 
for coal, which sold at six cents a 
bushel. Mr. Woods owned the mine 
and hired men to dig 
for 
him. 
Some of the purchasers evidently 
were not known to Mr. Woods by 
name, as they are referred to as "a 
blacksmith" and "a Dutchman”, etc. 
In return payment. Mr. Woods 
often accepted merchandise, as credit 
is given to one Jeremiah Woods for 
oats, and one sorrel mare, for which 
he was allowed credit for $56. 
The wages of miners in those days 
were ridiculously low compared to 
the present day. The books reveal 
that Mr. Woods paid one George 
Gray the sum of $48.65 for two 
months' work, George also ran an 
account with him, and made final 
settlement on the first day of the 
year in 1838, by payment of $4 in 
cash and a turkey. 
Rents were extremely cheap in 
those days, as George Gray, one of 
Mr. Woods’ coal diggers, paid rental 
in the sum of $1 per month, ac­ 
cording to the books. 
Eggs were selling tor 15 cents per 
dozen, sugar 10 cents per pound, 
molasses 60 cents per gallon, candles 
12% cents per pound, flour 3% cents 


per pound, tea 18 3-4 cents per quar­ 
ter pound, potatoes 20 cents per peck, 
brooms 22 cents each, bread 12% 
cents per loaf, soap 10 cents per 
pound, muslin 12% cents per yard, 
tobacco 30 cents per pound, boots $4 
per pair, lead for bullets 10 cents per 
pound, nails eight cents per pound, 
bacon $1 per shoulder, coffee 
16 
cents per pound, suspenders 12% 
cents per pair, butter 20 cents per 
pound. 
A copy of a lease is shown, dated 
March 24. 1849. in which one James 
Donnelly leased to John Woods a 
certain house and lot specified, at 
$40 per year.

By drawing a comparison between 
conditions in July just before the 
NRA and AAA came into action, a 
true picture would be drawn, ac­ 
cording to Fletcher.

“Such a comparison shows th at 
during the period since these two 
outstanding so-called recovery m eas­ 
ures became effective, business ac­ 
tivity has declined, private construc­ 
tion has declined, car loadings have 
declined. 
The greatest decline in 
car loadings has been in general 
m erchandise, coal and coke, ore and 
forest products. Due to the drought 
compelling farm ers to rush their 
stock either to m arket or to new 
pasturage, and m arket what little 
grain they had. car loadings of these 
two classes have shown an increase.

There is a need for “white collar 
projects” in this county at the pres­ 
ent tim e according to George M ud- 
hardt, director of the RWD. While 
a num ber of projects have been 
suggested all of them provide labor 
of a m anual type, and none thus far 
have been suggested th at will sup­ 
ply work for the so-called “white 
collar” class. 
There are m any types of pro­ 
jects which are proper under the 
rules of the RWD. Traffic surveys, 
unemployment 
surveys, 
housing 
surveys, sewer and sanitation sur­ 
veys all of these come under the 
list and m any more. 
Unofficially there have been sev­ 
eral suggestions advanced by p ri­ 
vate 
citizens. 
One 
which 
w’as 
broached once before but was never 
acted upon would have the county 
m apped and charted as the city is. 
This w-ould give engineers, title ex­ 
aminers, clerks and rodmen w’ork 
and the completed 
project 
would 
give Lawrence county a plotted map 
of the rural districts showing own­ 
ership of all properties. This has 
been in existence in the city for 
years and has been needed in the 
county. 
A nother w'ould be survey of the 
traffic flow through the county on 
the m ain highways. Along with this 
would be a survey of the traffic flow 
of Route 422 and Route 17, showing 
the volume of traffic over them and 
bringing out w hether or not a via­ 
duct is necessary at Edenburg to 
elim inate the death trap railroad 
crossings there. 
Still 
another 
w'hich 
has 
been 
broached before w^ould be the copy­ 
ing of records in the court house. A 
need has existed for a duplicate set 
of records and this would provide 
labor for clerks for the most of the 
winter. 
There are a num ber of surveys 
which m ight be made, w'hich would 
result in im portant inform ation and 
would supply needed work for the 
white collared class. 
It is hoped 
th at such surveys will be presented 
to Mr. M udhardt within the next 
few weeks and arrangements» made 
to get hundreds of clerks and other 
white collar workers at work.
